{wiration, and part of chem came with his Excellency in his March for 
England, wiilſt the reſt continued by his Graces Order in ſeveral Garri- 
(ns in Scotland ; and therefore hope that they ſhall tare no worſe then the 
'* reſt of the Army, who have received their full Arrears, : S
